Relief For Starving Children 
T 


WO movements for the relief of the poverty stricken 


and starving population in Germany and Austria 


have been started in this country. One is embodied in the 
Newton relief bill in Congress, providing for an appro- 
priation of S70.000.000 to purchase in this country food 
supplies for the famine-stricken people of Central Europe. 


Secretary Hoover estimates that 20.000,000 people in 


Germany are facing starvation on account of the disloca- 
tion of their industries and the ruin of their currency. It 
is vain to say, as some contend, that some Germans have 
money and that there is grain in Germany which the peo- 
ple might get. 
Germany has never raised enough grain 


for her own use. and if money of German profiteers is not 
available to apply 10 the relief of the suffering popula- 
tion, the people will starve. 


France ha? blocked the plan for a loan to Germany 


for food supplies, the payment of which would precede 
reparations, so that if relief is to be given it must take the 
form of a gift or unsecured loan. 


It would be a gracious and highly praiseworthy and 


benevolent act on the part of the United States to vote a 
relief appropriation for the population of a nation against 
which we fought a victorious war on account of the im- 
perialistic aims of its Government, but which is now a 
struggling republic, facing ruinous conditions and almost, 
insuperable difficulties. It would be in harmony with the 
best traditions, ideals and policies of the American people. 


Whatever may be the fate of the Newton relief bill,

Coal Prices Go Up 


is food for thot in the recent report of the' 


JL United States Coal Commission. 
This document is 


the result of what appears to have been an earnest effort' 
to get at'the bottom of the coal situation. 
The Commis- 


sion tried to find just why it is that with such a bountiful 


- supply of coal, with all kinds of labor-saving devices for 


taking it from the ground and transporting it to the con-' 
sumer, the miner lives amid privation, and the consumer 
pays ever-increasing prices. 
^" 
It must be conceded by fair-minded men that the 


-"miner is entitled at least to decent living conditions and 
fair Tvages. that the operators should have a reasonable 
return on their capital, and that the railroads are entitled i 
to a fair rate for hauling. The same inay.be said of the' 
returns to jobbers and retailers. But these items do not 
account for the present price of coal. 
: 


The Commission found that in addition to the two 


factors, labor and capital, there is a third factor, monop-' 
oly. or land. It found that while the first two factors.1 
! labor and capital, receive little more than formerly, the 


share of the third factor, land, has grown to enormous 
proportions. Says the report:

To appreciate just xvhat the Commission means by 


this ever-swelling "increment in the value of coal lands," 
consider the case of ihe Lehigh Coal and Navigation Com- 
pany. This company own? 8.9-10 acres of coal lands ihat 
were acquired at a total cost of $1.412.000. Just why this 
land should have cost the company that sum when nature 
produced the coal for nothing, does not appear. 
But the 


Commission doe? explain the subsequent steps. 


Starting with an actual investment of $1.-112.000, the 


company in 3871. re-valued the coal lands on its books by 
adding S4.070.000 to the original cost. Thereafter, prof- 
its were figured on a capitalization of S6,r>82,000. instead 
of SI.412.000. The accompanying advance in ihe price 
of coal to the consumer had nothing to do with wage?. <>r 
with interest on the actual capital invested. 


As population grew, and more coal was needed, the 


Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company made another re- 
valuation on their book? Li 1917. by adding §10,060.000, 
making a total of S16.4-i2.000. 
Deducting from this 


amount, depletion of the supply of coal. So,68.1.000. loaves 
a present capitalization of S12.757.OOU. 


Manifestly, if the Lehigh company I? to receive the 


same rate of profit on Si2,757.000 that it did on it? orig- 
inal investment of S1.412.00A. it mu?t rharge the con- 
sumer more for coal. As population continues to increase, 
and the demand for coal grows,, tre "increment in tin- 
value of coal lands" will warrant stiil other increases in 
the book value, and corresponding ad\am-e? in the price 
of coal to pay dividends on this book value. 


If this were all. it might be -dismissed a? unpleasant. 


but not seriou?. It i? far from all. What i? true of the 
"writing up" of the value? of coal Sand?, i.- true of all 
other mineral land?. fore?t land?, and \\ J*VM- power. Not 
only is it true of these natural resource?, but it i? tr-:o of 
the social resources that attach to lot? in the hear! of 
cities, where the '"increment in value" i? being "written 
up" from year to year. 


Labor can go on accusing capital ol greediness, and 


capital can denounce labor as Bolshevistic, but that gets 
us nowhere. 
While labor and capital quarreJ. monopoly 


bleeds them both, and price? to the consumer go up. 
When labor stops reviling the man who build? a house, or 
starts a factory—thereby employing labor ant', producing 
wealth—and gives its attention to the monopolist who 
speculates in land—neither employing labor nor produc- 
ing wealth—we may expect changes in our law? that will 
shift taxes from those who produce wealth and employ 
labor to those who merely speculate in the material out o"f 
which wealth is produced, and upon which labor is em- 
ployed.
